rushing rivers, and then through vlne- 
jards and orange glove*, and landing 
amid gardens of rose* and lilies. 

A half dozen localities on the Pacific 
coast—especially in California—afford 
opportunities for such slide*. One of 
the flumes that several big lumber 
con panics have constructed In different 
sections, all the way from Sanger, in 
Fresno County, California, to Salem, 
Oregon, is an example. These flumes 
have been built for conveying lumber 
Horn the towei ing Sienas to sawmills in 
the valleys below. They are from 
fifty to sixty-five mile* long, and are 
built upon trestles varying In height 
from 20 to U0 feet. The chute is V- 
>-heped and usually about a yard deep. 
The lumber Is floated through it on 
water supplied from mountain streams, 
and the time consumed in a Journey 
through the flues is frorfj two to three 
houis. depending on the force and 
quantity of the water. 

An invitation to make one of a party 
of three gentlemen to ride down 
through a lumber flume located at the 
southein end of the great San Joaquin 
Valley was eagerly accepted by the 
correspondent of The New York Times. 
The hour of starting was fixed at 8 on 
a January morning, and the place was 
the mountain headquarters of a lumber 
company. The guests were tohl to 
make themselves at home at the log 
house.. 

Early on the evening previous to the 
flume ride three gentlemen arrived 
at the headquarters. It had taken 
eight tftours of hard driving with a 
team of mule* to get there. The alti¬ 
tude is 7800 feet. Winter was every- 
wJien m evidence, and it w as the first 
tuKte any on.; in the party had had of 
an old fashioned winter season in some 
years* 

The t-now w a* so deep and haul that 
the lumbermen had been^ unable to 
work for several ,days. Ice covered 
every watercourse* in the mountains, 
and a cold, frosty wind that sent the 
mercury below zero descended from 
the p<‘akn that reared themselves 1U00 
feet higher. The night was passed at 
the company's building, and with a big 
h teak fast the three flume trawif-rs 
were ready for the Journey. 

The flutne boat in whkni the party 
was to 1)C floated down the chute was 
brought forth. It was a crude affair, 
eight feet long. V-shaped to conform 
to the trough, made of boards easily 
liaikd to gtther. and the seats were 
short boards adjusted between the 
hides of the craft. Two lumbermen 
held the boat, w hlle the travelers, bun¬ 
dled In heavy overcoats, and with grim 
resolution, stepped cautiously into it. 

"Hold on tight, boys;” “Let her gOi“ 
“Good-bye.'' •’Good-'bye,'' were shouted 
from the group of lumbermen a», the 
boat started down the flume. A thin 
coating of ice glared the surface of 
the flume timber* for the first ten 
mile*. *o that the craft sped forward 
with unusual *wiftnea*. * *-..

Pine trees bending with snow, 
boulders strewn along the canon, and 
immense projecting chunks of ice and 
granite approached and dkrted past 
in a twinkling.

For seven miles the party traveled 
at the rate of a mile In eighty or 
ninety seconds. The wind howled 
about their ears and beat against their 
faces and chests.

The cold water 
sputtered In their faces, and the froaty 
air darted down their backs. The pic¬ 
turesque scenery had scant attention. 

The first twenty minutes of the trip 
were by far 1*0 most risky and ex¬ 
citing. By that time the party was 
about eight miles In the canon, where 
the grade of the truogh ran easier, and 
was sailing at the late of a mile In 
four minutes. The air eame less bleak 
and peixetrating. The altitude was 
about 4000 feet, and the last signs orf 
the Ice and snow were being left be¬ 
hind. 

In a half hour more the mouth of 
the canon was almost reached. The 
flume ran higher.and the canon stream 
that had roared as It gurgled and 
bounded over rocks and among boul¬ 
ders could scarcely be heard. 

Suddenly the flume turned to the left, 
and several gorges hundreds of feet 
deep were crossed. The timbers that 
support the flume looked slender and 
Insecure, and the giant walls of gran¬ 
ite that stood straight up added to the 
grandeur of the scene. 

Another bend in the flume, and. 
skirting a spur of foothills, the party 
glided out of the canon. A vista of 
some thirty miles stretched l>efore 
their eyes. This is a part of the San 
Joaquin Valley, from which the trestle 
may he seen, like a huge silvery ser¬ 
pent 1> ing among the foothills. Here 
the trough runs at some 100 feet above 
the ground, and the feeling as the 
greater elevation from the earth Is 
reached Is similar to that of the aero- 
natit. 

The sound *f the plunging. -turbulent 
mountain stream below came to our 
t ars, and the fresh, clear air of morn¬ 
ing was delightful. Undulating foot¬ 
hills. immense sweeps of grazing and 
lanch land, here and there hundreds of 
cattle could be seen.

Then came a wide curve in the flume. 
The boat swept gracefully around It. 
Off to the west w'as a collection of 
targe buildings and mammoth piles of 
lumber, the terminus of the flume. The 
trestle was lower and the boat floated 
within thirty feet of the ground.

Hardy in connection with liquor 
license legislation. Briefly stated, Sir 
Oliver is stigmatised ae a hypocrite, eo 
far ae prohibition if conoerned. To 
use the writer’s own word*, “he has 
humbugged £jhe prohibit loo late for 
many years until much contempt for 
the stability and honesty of the pro¬ 
hibition movement ha* been engen¬ 
dered,” etc., etc. 

Then Premier Hardy is represented 
that he “evidently thinks that the tem¬ 
perance people have allowed themselves 
to be humbugged so long that they 
have lost all power to do him harm.” 
The Star does not pretend to be an 
advocate of prohibition,- but it is 
annoyed that Sir * Oliver and Mr. 
Hardy have not before this given the 
country a much more stringent pro¬ 
hibition law. It claims that the pro¬ 
hibitionists should have “ long ago 
dashed Mowat’s Government into 
atoms, if for no other reason than to 
give a convincing objeet lesson, not 
only to the so-called Reform party, 
which if it so willed, could place on 
the statuto book an effective law to 
carry out tho wishes of the temperance 
people, within three weeks, but it 
could have taught a lesson to the Con¬ 
servative party which it has never 
learned and apparently has not the 
slightest disposition to learn.” 

So sar as Sir Oliver is concerned it 
is not necessary for him to go to such 
a source for a character as an honest 
man. Even the late Sir John Mac¬ 
donald, not long before his death, did 
not hesitate to declare that Sir Oliver 
was an honest and well meaning man. 
Since this session of the Ontario legis¬ 
lature Mr. Whitney, tho present Con¬ 
servative leader, has declared the same 
thing. The great majority of the 
electors of Ontario have, over and over 
again within the past twenty-five 
years, declared theirjxmfidence in him 
as in no other public man In this 
province. 

As a prohibitionist Sir Oliver has 
long been well known and trusted by 
the temperance people. Over forty 
yeays ago, when temperance laws were 
much less popular than now, Sir 
Oliver first becamo a candidate for 
Ontario County and then declared for 
prohibition. He lias maintained the 
same position ever since. When the 
Duukin Act was voted on in Toronto, 
away back in the sixties, he was 
nearly the only man of much public 
prominence who came forward boldly 
ajid voted for it. He has maintained 
that position ever since. 

Doting the last twenty years Sir 
Oliver’s government, of which Hon. 
Mr. Hardy has been nearly all the 
time a prominent member, ha 9 amend¬ 
ed the licence laws of this province no 
less than tea times, and each amend¬ 
ment has been a decided step in ad vance. 
No backward step ha9 ever been taken. 
We have now* the beat enforced license 
laws of any province in this whole 
Dominion. Under the provisions of 
the Reform Government license laws 
the total number of licenses in this 
Province has been reduced from lyl85 
in 1874 to 3,132 last year. The num¬ 
ber of taverns from 4,793 to 2,77^, and 
we all know that the class of licensed 
taverns has been vastly improved. 
The number of licensed liquor shops 
has been reduced from 1,307 down to 
327 in the whole province. In this 
entiro county but ono license shop 
remains. Wholesale licenses have 
been reduced just one half in number. 
Steamboat liquor licenses, which were 
plentiful years ago, have been cut off 
altogether, not one has been granted in 
the last tivo years. The number of 
prisoners committed for drunkenness in 
the jails of this province has been 
reduced from 4,032 in 1877 to only 
1,907 in 189(5. Not one drunken man 
is now seen in this county, or town, 
where ten could be seen twenty.*

Upwards of 1006 varieties of firm 
have been tasted in the Ex] 
Department of the Ontario Al 
C ollege, Guelph, within the poet eleven 
years, and six hundred of them base 
been grown for al least five years io 
succession. Nearly all the Canadian sorts 
and sevsral hundred new varieties imported 
by the Experimental Department from 
different parts of Earop*, Asia, Africa, 
Australia, and the United Btates have 
bead included in these oareftlly conducted 
experiments Some of the new varieties 
have dons exceptionally well and have 
already been distributed Over Ontario, 
through the medium of the Experimental 
Union, with very gratifying results. Tbs 
Siberian Oats, Mandscbeuri Barley, Herisou 
Bearded Spring Wheat, and the Cloud's 
Early Yellow Dent, Mammoth Cuban, 
Wisconsin Earliest Whits * Dent, nod 
Salzer’e North Dokota varieties of corn, 
which are now becoming so popular in 
Ontario, were imported by the Experi¬ 
mental Department and after being well 
tested were distributed in small quantities. 

The present system of cooperative 
experimental work in agriculture was 
started in 1888 with G<I plots, wbiob ware 
•Runted on twelve Idifferent farms tn 
Ontario. Sinoe that date, however, ^be 
work has increased from year to year add 
in 1896 there were 11,134 plote, which were 
situated on 3,2G0 farms. We are again 
prepared to distribute material for oo oper¬ 
ative, experiment* with fertilizers, fodder 
crops, roots, grains, grasses, and olovers.

The revision of tho tariff which will 
take place during the present session 
of Parliament may not he a very 
sweeping one. Tho maladministration 
anil^ioiruption of tho proceeding Gov¬ 
ernment, left a legacy of debt and 
obligation in its wake that cannot be. 
ignoreJ, which will render a sweeping 
reduction impossible at present. The

Tho Warden of 
the county nt tho .January rffession also 
referred to tho (food Hoads Question, 
and tho advisability of purchasing 
improved road making machinery was 
the subject of a lengthy discussion by 
the members of the County Council. 
This is a live question and one that 
demands tho consideration of every 
ratepayer. Wo hope the municipal 
councils throughout tire county will 
take the matter up and institute com¬ 
parison. In counties and townships 
where roadmaking machinery has been 
introduced it has been found that it 
entails a big saving in time, labor and 
money, besides giving bettor roads. 
Wo understand that several townships 
in Lennox aro contemplating purchas¬ 
ing road “making machinery and 
Napanee should not be behind in this 
matter. Mayor Ward’s suggestion 
that A. W. Campbell, Provincial Hoad 
Instructor, should be invited to visit 
this county and give a series of 
addresses on the subject is a good one 
and cannot bo acted upon too soon. A 
visit from Mr. Campbell would give a 
stimulus to the movement it s&ms 
much in need of at present. ^Mr. 
Campbell is employed by the Ontario 
Government and his services would 
entail no expense upon either the town 
or the county. Our roads are certain¬ 
ly in a reprehensible condition and 
any movement towards their improve¬ 
ment should be welcomed by all. We 
would be pleased to receive the views 
of our readers upon the “Good Roads 
Question.”

Here aro some srf the gains to bo 
counted on in connection with the 
amended license bill of the prosent 
Ontario Government.

0 No sales of liquor will be allowed 
to any young muu under 21 years of 
age, and such will not oven be allowed 
to loiter about licensed premises, under 
penalty of a fine. Many parents will 
thank the government, and thank God 
for. this. ^ 

4 All licensed bar-rooms in the 
country must be closed not later than 
10 o’clock a;id in towns and cities at 
11. The local authorities are em¬ 
powered to roquiro them closed at still 
earlier hours. Anyone convicted three 
times in a year of selling on Sundays 
or during prohibited hours will forfeit 
his license and will not be eligible to 
receive another license for three years. 

5 In future no new license shall be 
granted within 300 feet of any church, 
or school, and licenses can 6e removed 
from any residential district if a 
majority of the electors in tho district 
so desire. 

0 The way is made more clear for 
the taxpayers of any town or town¬ 
ship to prohibit the issue of any 
licences in their municipality, if a 
majority so desire. e 

And yet, in the face of just such 
amendments, the temperance people are 
seriously advised to “ k smash the gov¬ 
ernment to atoms,” and make room for

The Jury recognized that Linton, hav¬ 
ing left the track, was subject to • 
qualification. but recognizing also the 
merits of his ride, decided to make 
two awards; one to Linton and one to 
Hivk rre.

Turn Inside 
out and repeat the process. Pour off 
the water, which now contains all the 
dirt that was In the garment, and rinse 
very thoroughly in several waters— 
oold water, of course—using the same 
motions as before. Lift the garment 
from the rinsing water and lay it over 
a line or wooden fftme to drip dry. 
When, dry turn right side out and the 
Job is done. Obterve the following ciu- 
tlons: If the garment Is one you care 
anything about l^agh it yourself. It 
will take but a few moments, an/ you 
will be amply repaid for the trouble. 
Put the soap in the water, not In the 
garment. t T se good soap and not a 
very great deal of it. Fee cold wat**r. 
Don’t wring or squeeze or pull. Dry 
wrong side out. Don’t dry in the sun 
or wind or by the fire. (A shod or 
basement with a tub to catdi the 
water, ts usually better than outdoors.) 
IWh't leave where It is cold enough to 
freeze. Don’t iron. In case the mo¬ 
ment is extremely dirty, us£ more am¬ 
monia and soak longer. If there ^re 
grease spots, aftej- oaklng remove the 
spots with ammonia, benzine or some 
kind of cleansing compound and then 
proceed as before described. I have an 
all-wool, clos$ fitting Jersey shirt that 
has been washed In this manner by 
myself Just forty times, by actual 
count.—From L. A. W. Bulletin.

“The subject o t bdtha and bathing Is 
cue which has excited more pros and 
cons than almost any other relating to 
general health, said Mrs, Etta Morse 
11 udders in opening her lecture upon 
baths and bathing in the Brooklyn In¬ 
stitute. ‘In most subjects dtfffVent 
authorities agree on vital points, but 
not In this. Dame Nature makes no 
mistakes, and when she provided se 
much water she Intended it to be used, 
btft there is no one subject so much 
misunderstood. 

“There is no more popular tailing 
than the Idea that water is injurious 
to the skin. Properly used no more 
efficient and beneficial agent can be 
found. I will admit that improper use 
has injured the skin. I heard a pro¬ 
minent physical culturlst say some 
ydars ago that If she had hea way she 
would take every bath tuVfrom the 
houses. I should say instead of that 
put another bath tub in and have two. 
Warm water should always be followed 
by cold in the bath, and if we could 
have a bath tub for hot and one for 
cold water it would eimpllfy matters. 
The higher our civilisation becomes 
and the more luxuriant our living the 
more we are in need of water. 

The society woman puts herself in 
opposition to nature, and there Is no 
way by which she can retain her physi¬ 
cal equilibrium better than by means 
of bathing. We know that a man who 
haa been dissipated finds the Turkish 
bath one of the most effective means 
of recovering from the effects of his 
dissipation. All kinds of batha arc 
taken to day to preserve the health of 
the body. If we should consider all 
the baths used for medicinal purposes 
it would take us two or three lessons. 

“Hot and cold water Is available for 
all, and hot and cold baths can be 
taken by every one. The hot bath has 
been much abused. It Is taken more 
than the cold probable because we arc 
l**y and it Is easy to take. Wo are 
indolent concerning measures for 
health and preventive treatment. We 
I will take any amount of pains for our 
pleasure or for anything we wish in 
other directions, but when the efire of 
our health is concerned we are negli¬ 
gent. 

“Both men and women look upon 
cold water as vpry satisfactory for tho 
hands and face, but the thought of 
using It for the whole body seems to 
send cold shivers down the spine. I 
i ever shock people so much as whtn 
I say they should take a dally cold 
bath. 

“We should l>egln early with the cold 
bath and accustom our children to It. 
It Is well to begin with them in the 
summer. Teach th<»u to swim and they 
will enjoy lt_so much that they will 
not object to the bath at home later. 

“Hot water for the bath should al¬ 
ways be followed by cold. Take the 
subject of linen, and we will see thv 
analogy, po we every think of the rea¬ 
son we rinse our clothes in cold water. 
The hot water first softens and liber¬ 
ates the Impurities and the cold water 
carries them off. 

“There are four benefits we receive 
from the bath: First—It dissolves and 
frees the impurities of body and blood, 
second, It eliminates the waste mat¬ 
ter; third, it improves circulation, and, 
fourth. It energizes the body, strenglh- 
ens the resistance and Increases 
vitality. Living In overheated houses, 
improperly clothed and Improperly fed. 
our muscles become soft and we do not 
have proper resistance. Most disease 
come* to us from this lack of resist¬ 
ance. 

“I remember, some time ago, before 
I had studied these subjects as I have 
now. Ijpa* staying In the country, an 1 
my boy. who had been out playing, 
came in and said that he had been In 
bathing with the boys. ‘What did you 
do for towels?' I asked. ‘Oh, we did 
not have any towels,' he answered: 
‘we put on our clothes and didn’t need 
them.' 

"I was frightened, und made him 
undress so that I could dry him pro¬ 
perly. But I found him warm and 
dry and his skin In a normal condi¬ 
tion. The hardy little country ooys 
were In the habit of going Into the 
wster every day In that way.and some¬ 
times more than once, and they never 
look cold.

POWERS OF PLANTS. 


EVIDENCES SHOWING THAT THEY 
THINK FOR THEMSELVES. 


From l orn Spores ami Pot Mould to 
Mangroves and Mistletoe, (lie Mar¬ 
vellous Powers of Life Choice Aie 
Hhoun -llow It Manifests. 

Plants, Just as much as anlnjAls, are 
Irritable beings, and like anlmala ‘.hey 
tnay show irritability to varying de¬ 
grees. Thus some plants may by de¬ 
scribed as mildly IrMtfible. Kvery 
plant has to look after Its feeding. 
<»roen plants, furthermqie. have to 
•cek for a very important part of their 
food In the air, and this they take up 
under the influence of light, so that It 
is not surprising to find the influence 
of environment, making itself felt in 
every plant, anil causing the plant lo 
one waj or another to react to Its aur- 
roundlngs. it Is the particular r 
•ponae to stimuli which we may cull 
irritability. A plant Is Irritable 
cqAise It Is able to respond. 

higher plants no less than low r fare 
Irritable. The shoots of a tree respond¬ 
ing to the Influence of light, place the 
leaves In the most advantageous posi¬ 
tion for the work they have to perform, 
and the roots. In obedience to the stl 
mulus exerted by gravitation, grow 
downward Into the earth. Tendrils are 
modified leaves or branches whl. n have 
become Irritable to contact. 

A little plant, the ivy-leaved toad 
flax, found covering limestone walls, 
affords an Interesting instance of 11 rl- 
tabllity. When In blossom, the long 
flower stalks of the plant turn outward 
and carry the flowers from unditneath 
the leaves, in order that they may se¬ 
cure the visits of insects, which an* 
necthsary for their fertilization. The 
stalk of the seed vessel Is. fortunately 
for the welfare of the plant, an Irri¬ 
table structure. When flowering Is 
over It no longer seeks the place which 
Is most strongly lighted, but carries 
the ripening fruit behind the leaves In¬ 
to a little cranny In the will. Here 
the seed vessel bursts and discharges 
It* contents, not among coarser weeds, 
where Its growth would be Inevitably 
checked, but upon the foil which has 
collected In the cranny. Young seed¬ 
lings soon make their appearance, und. 
as a result of the flourishing start In 
life, the Ivy-leaved toud-flax Is usually 


the downward‘direction to due to grgr 
ity. The up root to stimulated by 
gravitation in ettoh a w»y tbet U 
grout vertically downward, while lw 
teral rootsunder the action of the 
•am* stimulus grow In a very much 
more oblique direction. If now the 
plant be tilted, the growing end of toe 
Up root turna vertically downward, 
while the lateral roote curve in such 
a manner aa to restore what may be 
called their normal direction. If by 
any mischance the tap root gets brok¬ 
en off or destroyed, the want la cup- 
plied by neighboring lateral roots, 
which now behave toward gravitation 
as did the tap root, and change their 
floplng direction for the vertical. An¬ 
other Instance of gravity causing a 
member to grow in a definite direction, 
making an angle with the vertical, la 
afforded by the daffodil. The daffodil 
always hangs its head. This depends 
not on tl!e weight of the flower, but 
on the stimulus of gravity, for no mat 
ter how the stalk may be placed the 
flower always makes an angle with 
reference to the direction of gravita¬ 
tion. 

When a part of a plant responds 
to an external stimulus the whole plant 
need not necessarily know In which di¬ 
rection the stimulus tends. In the 
cate of roots a certain part la Increas¬ 
ing In length, and this Is the portion in 
which curvature take* place under the 
action of the stimulus of gravitation. 
But this is not the port which knows 
which way gravity is pulling. Near 
the tip of the root. Just behind the root- 
cap. la a very small patch of tissue 
which perceives the stimulus. Cut off 
the tip of the root, and with It this lit¬ 
tle patch of Irritable tissue, and Invert 
the plant, and the root, which is thus 
placed uppermost, grows vertically Into 
the air. A very interesting experiment 
in illustration of this fact, and one 
easily tried Is as follows : Take ^thin 
glass tube shaped like a boot, the toe 
being rather short and more than two 
millimetres long. Allow the root of a 
seedling to grow into this, fixing the 
plant at the open end of U)e4»ih«\ Tb" 
root grows vertically down Iflc tube, 
and when tt reaches the toe t.t turns 
horizontally along it. The tissue at 
the tip of the root sends a message up 
the plant that there Is something pre¬ 
venting It from refiponillng to the sti¬ 
mulus of gravity and growing verti¬ 
cally downward, and this Is necessi¬ 
tating its horizontal growth. In re¬ 
sponse to this message the elongating 
portion curves at right angles In the 
hope of thus getting the tip of the root 
round the opposing structure. But It 
Is unconscious that a trick Is being 
played upon It. that the root Is fixed 
In the glass tube unable to move for¬ 
ward, and that the curvature. Instead 
of pushing the root horizontally for¬ 
ward, acts upon the shoot, pushing this 
horizontally In the opposite direction. 

The berries of some foreign species 
of mistletoe show a remarkable be¬ 
havior In their endeavors to penetrate 
the trunk of a tree. The sticky berrie 
fastens Itself to a branch and rends 
out a root, which, curving over, meet* 
the branch again and forms a saddle- 
like mass of tissue. It attempts at 
this point to pierce the bark. If un¬ 
able lo do so the bcrrle Is deposited a 
little further on. Th« saddle now be¬ 
come* detached, and, by another bind¬ 
ing of the root, is placed once more on 
the branch beyond the berrie. If the 
roots can penetrate In the new station 
all goes well, but If not the plant per¬ 
forms another somersault. One berrie 
that was made the object of continued 
observation performed five Jumps In 
two nights and three days. A number 
of unfortunate berries were once seen 
hopelessly traveling along the t le- 
graph wires In Ceylon, vainly endeav¬ 
oring to find u profltabe resting place 
Tlu* sensitive plunt and Hu* Venus Ity 
trap furnish two examples among 
many others of restlessly Irritable 
plants which react violently to the sti¬ 
mulus of contact It Is a curious and 
littleknown fact that the Venus fi> 
trap only responds to the stimulus 
when one of the hairs on the centre 
of til- ‘trap’’ Is touched twice. No 
effect Is observed after the first touch 
The wonderful put pom-fulness of these 
habits and in-chanldsms forever dis¬ 
pel the Idea that botany treats of inert 
objectless plants. It Is instead a, sci 
em-e of life und living things, each on 
of which Is endowed with mat vcll..u- 
and different powers of making the 
best of life in the sphere In which 
finds Itself.- Pharmaceutical Journal.

POULTRY FOR FARMERS. 


An Give* Home Practical 

. Pointers of Great Value 

First. I would like tu ask the ques¬ 
tion: llo* much duos It coat to arrange 
suitable building, and ambles for ten 
cows ; how much will it cost to stock • 
Ijhom with ten good cows ; what does 
It cost lo feed ten cow. one year; how 
much time will it require to properly 
taro for them, and \Thut aio the aver¬ 
age net receipts for one year ? The 
jM)ultry business is nt< h -ft little busi¬ 
ness. that I du not know but what T 
may go Into the milk business. Now, 
the oldest and best poultrymen w* 
have In tpe I'nlted Hiate* have told 
us time and again, that hens, proper¬ 
ly managed (same oaty ana attention 
you give your cows), will lay from 
JoO to 175 eggs In a year. Likely th* 
fiw barnyard bins that you now hive, 
without any care at all. only what 
time your good wife g« ts to attend to 
their wants, but aim must first get 
your meals "right on tick.’’ because 
you are running a milk farm, and the 
cowqgpuisi be milki/d at Just such *1 
linn*, and' the hens don't amount to 
very much, anyhow ? \W will take 
the average nurhl**r of eggs that a 
hen will lay In a yi-ar. at an average

It l« needs*ary 
to b«» warm before taking the bath, 
but by that I do not mean to put your 
to'4 up to a radiator or stove to warm 
them. I have taken a bath when I 
have been at a hotel In a small place, 
where T had to br.»ak the Ice In the 
pitcher before I took my bath, but I 
was entirely warm when I had finished. 

"The beat plan for any one who la 
not accustomed to taking & cold bath If 
to begin with the water tepid. It la 
will to Irathe half the body at Aral, 
and the r<st later In the day. but never 
one hour before meals or two hour* 
afterward. The food Is digesting after 
twain, and It Is easy to understand 
why we should not bathe before meals, 
If w c give the matter thought. The 
object of bathing is to bring the blood 
to the surface If we bring the blood 
to the surface we take It from the 
stomach, where we need It for dlge*. 
tlon. Mrs. Lemcke, who lectured upon 
food here recently, says that nothing 
that she can do will bring on an at- 
tuck of indigestion so soon as to take 
a bath Just before eating, and she Is 
a strong and healthy woman. 

"The disadvantage of our mode of 
living is that we have not much ani¬ 
mal heat. The cold bath generate* 
heat. We can resist the cold bettex 
after It. and we can wear less clothing. 
We, most of us, wear too much. Oc¬ 
casionally I find families who for sev¬ 
eral generations have l>een accustomed 
to the use of cold water. They are 
healthy and rosy and active. 

"The hot bath Is good for two tilings. 
It loosens an<l dears the Impurities 
from the skin, which. If not removed, 
would be ^carried back Into the sys¬ 
tem. The constant relaxation of the 
skin by frequent hot baths where peo¬ 
ple are delicate and anaemic Is very 
bad. The bath should always he fol 
lowed by cold water, which closes the 
pores of the skin. A skin of fine tex¬ 
ture. If constantly accustomed to 
warm water has the pores opened, and 
they Anally become permanently open. 

"A hot bath should he taken at a 
temperature of from IK) to ,95 degrees 
and the temperature should be decided 
bv a thermometer placed In the water. 
The hand w'll net do. and It will not 
do to d"Sh the thermometer In and re¬ 
move It Immediately. 

"Psblcs and old,people may take a 
bn*b at from 95 to 1(W) degrees, but 
babv should be accustomed to a cold 
bath early and he soon learns to en- 
Jo/ It. In some eis** where the cir¬ 
culation Is bad a bath at 112 degrees 
m y be taken where It Is not conveni¬ 
ent to take a Turkish bath. I should 
not at*, vise those as often as some peo¬ 
ple take them wi^fOUt the advice of 
a physician. 

"Never take u bath when the body l* 
chilled. We hear a great deal about 
taking a bath when the body Is over¬ 
rated, but It Is not so bad as to fake 
a bath when the body Is cold. If you 
are a little heated, It Is a favorable 
time for taking a cold bath. The pores 
are open, but you must be careful to 
avoid getting in a draught, as you take 
It. 

"The morning is the best time to 
take the dally bath, because at that 
time the body Is rested, and we should 
be In the best physical condition. Hot 
water drinking an hour before meals 
should be always after the cold bath, 
not before. If you are not up In lime 
do not give up the bath on any ac¬ 
count, but take the hot water at night 
before going to bed. 

"A salt-water bath Is very good 
when coming In from a ride on the 
wheel. If not overtired, take t/hl» bath 
Immediately. If tired, remove the 
clothes, put on a flannel gown, and rest 
first. When there are not two tubs 
In a bath-room and there seldom are, 
It is easy to obtain the ootd water after 
the hot bath by reducing the tempera¬ 
ture of the water In the tub, which can 
be quickly done. A spray can be atr 
tached to the faucet and used to ad¬ 
vantage, and some people prefer to ap¬ 
ply the cold water while standing In 
the warm water and using the cold 
water on the feet later. 

"These directions are all general. 
They may not all of them agree with 
each individual. We must all lake 
only what suits ourselves. If there is 
one thing that does not agree with 
you. it is not necessarily bad, but It 
Is bad for you, and you must not at¬ 
tempt It" 


•cab Is Sheep. 

It is claimed that the «eab In sheep 
has been completely wiped out in Au¬ 
stralia by perollout use of hot baths 
of sulphur an 4 aobacco, followed by 
one of sulplnff and quicklime, at a 
temperature of ilO degrees. Whatever 
the apparent condition of an imported 
cheep. It must go Into the bath. There 
Is no more rfeab. but It has been erodl- 


stalk. responding to the stimulus of 
light, snd a reversal of the Influence 
at different periods of development en* 
sbllng the plant to accommodate Itself 
to Its environment. 

All plants only succeed so long a* 
their Irritability leads them to adapt 
themselves to their surroundings. Th » 
more lowy organized, by reason of their 
simpler structure, show greater versa¬ 
tility in this respect than their more 
complex relatives. It Is easy to un¬ 
derstand how a mass of protoplasm can 
more readily adapt Itself to varying 
conditions than a higher plant with 
Its extensive differentiation of tissue. 

Bacteria are especially sensitive from 
this point of view. They can distin¬ 
guish Mth very great nicety between 
the relative suitability of two nutrient 
solutions. Many of them an* capable 
of perfectly astounding discrimination 
In this respect. In the same way the 
white blood corpuscles are attracted 
by certain foreign—often pathogenic — 
substances to the *|H>t of the Intrusion 
of bacteria Into the blood. Here It Is 
the business of the white corpuscles, if 
possible, to destroy the bacteria. This 
attraction shown by many organisms 
toward chemical substances Is known 
as chemiotaxls. 

The spores of ferns and mosses nf r 
ford a remarkable Illustration. The 
male cells are discharged by the plant 
and may be seen swimming In nil d 
reetlons in water, when suddenly they 
will make a dash In the direction of 
the female organ. This sudden rush 
is a chemlotactlc phenomenon. In the 
case of ferns jnallc acid, and In the 
case of mosses a sugar, Is the sub¬ 
stance secreted by the female organ, 
causing the surprising activity of the 
little swimming antherozolds. Won¬ 
derfully dilute solutions are careful of 
causing the stimulus. Hupposlng the 
strength of the solution be gradually 
Increased, the limit Is shortly reached, 
beyond which the solution ai|s us a 
repellent Instead of an attractive sti¬ 
mulus, causing the plants to swim 
away as far as they can. if, how¬ 
ever, the plants he compelled to llv. 
In a strong solution, they will In time 
get acclimatized and will swim vigor¬ 
ously toward a solution of the attract¬ 
ing salt, although It may very much 
exceed the normal maximum of attract 
Ing strength. 

The following Is an example of 
chemlotaxls which a plant has discov¬ 
ered to secure its own ends. Isarla Is 
a fungus which Infests silkworms and 
other caterpillars. Melanospora Is an¬ 
other fungus parasitic upon Isarla, an 
extremely Intelligent parasite, and un 
less It happens to meet with a filament 
of Isarla It entirely misses Its vocation. 
Now melanospora apparently Hecr.de* 
some substance which exercises con¬ 
siderable attraction for isarla fila¬ 
ments. for they seek out the apparently 
harmless spores of melanospora and 
grow freely over them. When the 
spore Is surrounded by isarla filaments 
It puts out its germ tube and proceed* 
to feed upon its host. 

Not so obviously Intelligent, although 
It Is In reality, is the life of the gre*n 
plants. The fact that the branches of 
a tr*-e grow upward Into the air ami 
ilght. while the roots grow downward 
Into the soil, shows that the different 
parts are endowed with especial irrita¬ 
bility. Green plants also possess the 
power of adapting themselves to cir¬ 
cumstances. A potato, when grown 
In the cellar. In the attempt to get its 
leaves into the light puts out very 
much elongated shoots bearing small 
leaves, for In the darkness leave* arc- 
unable to perform the Important func¬ 
tions of taking food from the air. This 
behavior of the potato plant Is. then, 
a direct attempt to overcome disad¬ 
vantageous condition* by putting all 
the strength Into the work of ekmgat 
Ing Its *tem. If haply It may bring Its 
leaves to the light. 

Hoots show remarkable Intelligence 
In the way In which they move 
through the ground. It la necessary 
for the proper performance of Its du¬ 
ties that the root be supplied with oxy¬ 
gen Jt has no difficulty In obtaining 
this oxygen from a healthy soil. In 
the tropical mangrove swamps the 
•oil consists of a mass of decayed 
vegetation, where very little oxygen Is 
found among the putrefying substance. 
The mangrove accordingly adapts It 
•elf to circumstances. Its roots begin 
by growing horizontally in the normal 
way, but if not aerated they proceed 
to take a turn upward, grow along In 
the air for a short distance above th* 
ground, and then go down again. A 
root may repeat this process at Inter¬ 
vals. In the aerial parts Is found a 

K rmeaUle tissue which allows of the 
te circulation of air between the 

Ce The entire behavior of roots Is Influ¬ 
enced by gravitation. If the Influence 
of gravitation in a particular direc¬ 
tion be done away with, as by causing 
a growing *ee<fl!ng to rotate and to
